No. F. No, 21/(20)/II/97.—Preamble : Government of 
India recognising the role and importance of futures trading 
as a price discovery mechanism and price risk management 
tool and with a view to promote.heollhy domestic and export 
markets of Castor-oil, has decided to permit and promote 
the Bombay Oil Seeds and Oils Exchange Ltd. (BOOE) at 
.Mumbai to trade International Futures Contract in Castor- 
oil, Along with Indians, foreign’’ participants are invited to 
trade the contract in the Exchange, 
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, Tne following broad guidelines have been framed tor the 
Indian and Foreign parucip.mis in tire BOOE Lid. Inter- 
national CaLiOi-ou E inures Exchange at Murneai in coinina¬ 
tion with, the Department of Economic Allans, fniniMry of 
Fm.rnce, Ministry of Law and the Reserve Bank, of India. 

Eligibility and Registration 

1. Indian and foreign participants interested in trading in( 

Casior on futures contract would be free to 'trade subject to 
capital adequacy norms, pet mission from foreign exchange 
angle, oompitance with lules and regulations of tne exchange 
and tne wearing house and registration with Edward Mar¬ 
kets Commission, Mumbai. , 

2. All those desirous of participants on the, International 
Castor-oil Futures Exchange at Mumpai wnl nave to otnara 
registration with the Forward Martels Commission (Cotn- 
nusiiou), the regulatory ' authority for forward markets in 
commodities in India, before they can approach the bxcrangc 
for becoming members or registered non-members or before 
becoming shareholders of the clearing house The requne- 
ment ot the registration would apply to ail, whether Indian 
or foreign participant. Whether individual or tirm or a .re¬ 
gistered company or any other form of organisation.- For 
foe purpose of registration with (he Commission, nominee 
companies, affiliated companies and subsidiary companies 
wnl be treated as separate entities, 

3. As far as foreign participants are concerned they can 
adopt any one of the tonowuig three courses of action : 

(a) Incorporate themselves as a registered company in 
India niter obtaining approval of Secretariat for 
Industrial Approval (SlA)/Fortfgn Investment 
Promotion Board (FJPB), Ministry, of Industry, and 
the Reserve Bank of India (RBI) under Foreign 
Exchange Regulation Act, 1973 (FERA) (and there¬ 
after becoming a member of the Exchange and/or 
shareholder of the Clearing Elouse, OR 

(b) Opening a branch office in Ihdiu after obtaining per¬ 
mission from the RBI under FERA and thereafter 
becoming a member of the Exchange and/or share¬ 
holder <5 foe Cletaring House;

(c) By operating as a “Registered ncra member" through 
another member of the Exchange after obtaining 
permission from the RBI under EERA and by being 
registered with the Exchange as a “registered non- 
member".

themselves as a company in India, should obtain 
approval from SIA/F1PB/RBI,. incorporate a Com¬ 
pany in Ihdiu and thereafter submit an application 
for Registration with Commission.

(b) Those foreign participants who wish to set up a 
bi artch office should - send their (applications to the 
Commission; they require permissions of the RBI, 
under ibe FERA, 1973 for which their application 
will be sent to the RBI by me Commission. 

(c) Those foreign participants who wish to operate ax 
registered non-members should send their applica¬ 
tions for registration to the Commission. 

■ (d) All Indians whether companies, finfan, institutions 
or individuals should submit their applications for 
registration directly to the Commission ■ 

6. For processing the registration With the Ccmmi^ioa an 
application, fn triplicate, in fprm “A” will have to be tiled 
along with a non-refundable processing fee of US$ 300 in 
cake of foreign participants and Rs.. 2,500/- in case of 
Indiana, by means of a Bank draft or Bankers chequo payable 
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at Mumbai drawn in favour of “Assistant Secretary, Forward 
Maikeia commission, Mumbai". 

7. An application which -is not complete in all respects and 
does not conform, to instructions specified in the form or is 
false or misleading in' any material particulars shall be re¬ 
jected by the Commission. Before' (rejecting such an appli¬ 
cation, the lappUeant shall be given a reasonable opportunity 
to rectify, within the time limit specified by the Commission, 
such deficiencies as may - be indicated, by the Commission. 
Any registration obtained Emm Commission on the basis of 
false or misleading information or by suppressing any mate¬ 
rial information shall be liable to be summarily cancelled. 
Pending cancellation of registration. Commission will have 
right to suspend, the registration granted. The fact of can¬ 
cellation or suspension of registration will be communicated 
to the person concerned as well as the Ex'change and the 
Clearing House at Mumbai and the Exchange shall put it up 
on its Notice Board.

(c) Whether the applicant or its principals, subsidiary 
or nominee companies have been awarded any 
pcnhlties, fines, suspension of trading or any other 
punishment by the Courts of Law, the commodity 
exchanges or the regulatory authorities in any of 
the counlrie* whore it may be a member or it may 
be trading. 

(d) The track record of the applicant would include the 
volume of trading in Commodity Future* Market, 
particularly - Of agricultural, commodities,, by the. ap 

- plifont and its 'principals. 

9. After an application in form, "A" fids been filed and 
the applicant is found eligible 'for registration, the applica¬ 
tion will be forwarded by the Commission to the RBI for 
permission under FERA, wherever required. On grant of 
permission by the RBI, the applicant will be called upon by 
Commission to pay a non-refundublc registration fee of 
US$ .600 ’in case of foreign participants or Rs, 5,000/- In 
case of Indian upon which the registration certificate, 'alid 
for a period of 5 years, will be issued in favour of the ap¬ 
plicant. An applicant registered with the Commission colild 
thereafter nppioach the Exchange for, any category of mem¬ 
bership or tor registration las non-member and also apptoach 
the clearing house for becoming a share* holder. 


10. On an application being made for fount of regtst n 
tion, the Commission shall, as. soon as possible but not later 
than 3 months after all the information and/additional/ 
further information called for by it has been furnished by 
the Indian or foreign pralicipant, and If the application is 
complete in nil rwfpects, all particulars sought for have been 
furnished land the applicant ts found to be eligible for grant 
of registration, grant tne registration in Form ‘B’ subject to 
such conditions os may be deemed necessary. 

11, (a) Where in the opinion of the Cimmission an appli¬ 
cation for grant vw renewal of registration do *8 not 
satisfy .the requirements specified, the Commission 
may reject the application after foving the appli¬ 
cant a reasonable opportunity of being heard.

at least 3 months before the registration is duo to expire. 
While examining the application for renewal, the Commis¬ 
sion will consider relevant factors, the most important of 
which ahtalf bo the past performance of the applicant during 
the period of registration including any disciplinary or puni¬ 
tive actions taken.

Appeal against the Order of Commission 

13. If in any case an application for registration is reject¬ 
ed by Commission or the registration has been cancelled 
by Commission, the applicant may file, an appeal with the 
Ministry of Food and Consumer Affairs, New, Delhi, stating 
me reasons and the grounds of appeal. The appeal may be 
filed so sit; to reach the Ministry of Food and Consumer 
Affairs within 60 days from the date of order communicat¬ 
ing the rejection of the application for registration or can¬ 
cellation of registration. The appeal should be accompani¬ 
ed by a copy of the application filed with Commission for 
registration along with any additional information/documents 
that may have been filed and a copy of the order rejecting 
ihe application for registration; An appeal against orders 
of rejection not accompanied by requisite documents is likely 
to be ftnomarily rejected.

15. The permission granted by the RBI under FERA shall 
enable the Foreign participants to avail of any or all of the 
fallowing facilities; as may be specified by RBI in indivi¬ 
dual casts ; 

(a) open foreign currency denominated account(s) in 
a designated bank. There can even be more than 
one account in the same bank branch each designat¬ 
ed in different foreign currencies if it is so required 
by foreign participants for their operation purpose; 


(b) open a non-resident rupee account to which .all 
transactions relating to operations on Castor^oil 
futures exchange and the Clearing House should bo 
put through; 

(c) transfer principal amount from the foreign currency 
accounts to the rupee account and vice-versa at the 
market rates of exchange; 

(d) transfer repatriable (after tax) proceed from pro¬ 
fits/surplus, income, etc., arising out of the opera¬ 
tions on BOOE—International Castor-oil Futures 
Exchange and the clearing house from the- rupee 
account to Ihp foreign currency accounts(s); 

(e) repatriate from the foreign. currency ‘ account (s) 
subject to the minimum amount being maintained 
in accordance with the capital adequacy norms of 
the Exchange and the clearing house, etc. 

Quantum of funds 

16. There would be no restrictions* on the volume of maxi¬ 
mum amount of funds for the purpose of entry of foreign 
participants in the International Castor-oil futures exchange 
and/or the clearing house. Foreign participants wpuld how¬ 
ever have to bring in and maintain minimum quantum of 
funds as stipulated in Bye-laws of the Exchange and the 
7 ax on profits, surplus.
